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Coffee County to receive $248,000 industrial development grant 


Alabama Gov. Guy Hunt on 
Monday announced that a $248,000 
Industrial Development Road Ac- 
cess Grant had been awarded to the 
Coffee County Commission to as- 
sist the Enterprise division of Co- 
nAgra Poultry Company with a 
$3.8 million expansion that will 
create some 100 new jobs. 


"This morning the Coffee 


County Commission has adopted a 
resolution to accept these funds to 
improve County Road 14 for better 
access to the ConAgra Poultry fa- 


cilities in Enterprise,” stated Gov, 
Hunt. "I have encouraged the high- 
way cepariment to make these 
funds available as quickly as possi- 
ble to help businesses that decide to 
locate or expand in our state defray 
some of their front-end expenses.” 
"ConAgra has a number of facil- 
ities in Alabama," added Gov. 
Hunt, "and we appreciate the many 
contributions this fine company has 
made to the economy of our state. 
We are glad that these funds are 
available to assist the company as it 


continues to expand and we look 
forward to ConAgra’s continued 
growth and prosperity in Alabama.” 
In addition to the 100 new jobs 
at the poultry processing plant, the 
expansion will add additional broil- 
cr houses, ConAgra expects to be- 
gin hiring for the new positions in 
September. The expansion is ex- 
pected to be completed in October. 
"The expansion will provide us 
with more work space, allowing us 
to process our poultry products 
more efficiently, while adding new

Commission told landfill should be closed 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
August 14, at the courthouse in 
Elba, and heard County Engincer 
Mark Pool state that the commis- 
sion needed to “take some steps 
now" to close out the existing land- 
fill and find land for a new landfill. 

Pool told the commissioners that 
he had attended a landfill confer- 
ence recently and was convinced 
that the county had to do some- 
thing, and do it soon! 

"We have got to take steps to 
close out our existing Jandfill prior 
to the implementation of new feder- 
al standards and open a new landfill 
before June 1990," declared Pool. 
"If we don't close the landfill be- 
fore the new regulations go into ef- 
fect we will be forced to install 
monitoring wells and monitor the 
water around the landfill for a peri- 
od of thirty years. If during those 
thirty years there is any leakage 
from the landfill, we would have to 
dig up the garbage and move it to a 
landfill that contains a liner. That 
would probably cost a minimum of 
$30 million!" 

While the discussion of regional 
landfills is a popular topic, Pool 
spoke against such a plan for Cof- 
fee County. 

"The average charge for dump- 
ing in a landfill is around $10," said 
Pool. "Here in Coffee County we 
charge the cities $4. There is a pri- 
vately owned landfill in Lee 
County that charges $22 to dump. I 
am afraid if we go to regional land- 
fills and let private industry get into 
the act, the costs will skyrocket." 

The commission appointed Pool 
and commissioners Jim Dubose and 
Bill Faulk to a committee to study 
the county's landfill needs and sug- 
gest a plan of action. 

Monday's mecting began at 9:00 
a.m., with only commissioners 
Robert Stephens, Jim Dubose, Eu- 
gene Bradley and Damascus Crit- 
tenden in attendance. 

Comm. Sid Averett was absent 
due to illness, while commissioners 
Bill Faulk and Billy Eagerton were 
out of town. 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes, Comm, Bradley told the 
commission that the county had re- 
ceived a $248,00 grant to repair 
County Road 14. 

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
ported that the repairs would be on 
a nine-mile stretch of County Road 
14, from Batten's Crossroads to 


Highway 87, at Fairview., and that 
the road was the most heavily trav- 
elled county road in the county, 
handling over 3,000 vehicles daily. 

Larry Pope, a resident of District 
1, was present at the meeting and 
complained about damage alleged- 
ly done by county workers to a 
county road on which he lives, 

Pope reported that he had pur- 
chased $1,250 worth of asphalt 
milling and had the milling spread 
along a 1/4 mile stretch of road- 
way. 

He charged that when the county 
installed a pipe on the road, the 
trucks carrying dirt to the work site 
damaged the road and at the meet- 
ing he asked the commission to re- 
pair the road to the condition it was 
prior to the damage being done. 

County Engineer Mark Pool an- 
swered Pope's charges and told 
Pope that there was "nothing wrong 
with the road" and vowed that the 
county would maintain the road. 

Comm, Dubose stated "We are 
all after the same thing. I hate that 
county trucks damaged the road, 
but the road is in excellent shape 
now. If there is a problem down the 
road the county will help.” 

Dubose then offered to personal- 
ly pay for milling to improve the 
roadway, an offer Pope declined. 

Pope agreed to wait until the 
next mecting for an answer to his 
complaint, but before leaving the 
meeting stated "I'll give the com- 
mission two weeks to decide and 
after that I'll let 12 people who will 
replace the milling!” 

Three members of the Enterprise 
City Council were present at the 
meeting and requested that the 
commission. attend the next meet- 
ing of the council to discuss financ- 
ing of the county jail. 

Comm. Robert Stephens told the 
council members that since three 
members of the commission were 
absent, he would hate to obligate 
the commission to attend, and the 
commission told the council mem- 
bers that any meeting would have 
to be a future date. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***accepted the low bid of 
$.735 per gallon on unleaded fuel 
from Heath Oil Company; 

***tabled three bids on a new 
backhoe for the county highway de- 
partment; 

***was shown a painting of the 
old Coppinville School House do- 


nated to the county by Enterprise 
residents; 

***approved a request from the 
Elba City Board of Education that 
an election be held on Sept.19 to 
vote on the extension of the district 
school tax; 

***was invited to visit the 
county agents’ exhibit at the state 
commission convention; 

***heard a representative of 
Crosstrails Library request $20,665 
from the county in the 1990 budget; 

***voted 2-2 on a motion to em- 
ploy a consultant firm to review ap- 
plications for the office of county 
administrator; 

***recognized Bill Devane as 
the "Employee of the Month" in the 
highway department; 

***received the monthly fuel re- 
port for all county vehicles; 

***agreed to seck invitations to 
bid on pipe and liquid asphalt; 

***was informed that a portion 
of County Road 30 would be resur- 
faced using $30,000 in federal 
funds; 

***tabled a request from the 
county engineer that the commis- 
sion file a lawsuit against a compa- 
ny that owned a truck that struck a 
county vehicle; 

***heard the county engineer re- 
port that the county highway de- 
partment would spread asphalt mill- 
ings purchased by individuals on 
county roads as part of a road im- 
provement program; 

***was informed that the county 
Food Stamp office had been error- 
free since 1987; 

***and, appointed Loonie Grice 
to a vacancy on the Mt. Pleasant- 
Batten's Crossroads Water Authori- 
ty.

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15-year-old to face charges in shooting death 


A petition was filed Tuesday af- 
ternoon, Aug.15, by local law en- 
forcement officials charging the 15- 
year-old brother of a shooting vic- 
tim with criminally negligent ho- 
mocide, 

The juvenile, who has been held 
in a detention center in Houston 
County since the incident, was 
charged with an act of delinquency 
and will appear in Juvenile Court 
on the charges. 

According to Elba Police Chiet 
Freddie Hanchey, Elba police re- 
sponded to a request for a rescue 
squad on Saturday morning, 
Aug.12, at 11:32 a.m., at a resi- 


dence on West Street, and discov- . 


ered Chris Tyson, age 16, dead in 
his bed, apparently from a gunshot 
wound to the head. 

After a complete investigation, 
Tyson's 15-year-old brother was 


taken into custody in connection 
with the shooting death, 

The juvenile reportedly told po- 
lice he was playing with a 12-gauge 
shotgun prior to the accident and 
that the gun discharged, striking 
Tyson in the head, 

Preliminary autopsy reports indi- 
cated that ,Tyson, a sophomore at 
Elba High School, died as the result 
of a single gunshot wound to the 
head. 

Tyson, a popular student at Elba 
High, was active in all sports and 
was a member of the Elba Tiger 
football team. 

"Chris Tyson was a good person 
who always had a smile on his 
face," stated Elba's Coach Mack 
Wood. "He was a dedicated young 
athlete and he will be missed by all 
who knew him."

Council to seek review of fire insurance rating 


The Elba City Council made a 
decision on the Gunter-Dunn build- 
ing and gave another lease exten- 
sion on the Elba Hydro Dam prop- 
erty Monday evening.

They 
viewed an ordinance on fair hous- 
ing to be approved or disapproved 
at the next council meeting. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
made a motion to prepare a four 
year lease and ultimately sale of the 
Gunter-Dunn building to Ken Eng- 
lish; English will pay $500 a year 
for four years and then buy the 
property for $5. 2 

Opposing the action was Coun- 
cil member John Sharpless, who 
felt the total price should be raised.

Tuesday morning Mayor Fred 
Moore told this newspaper it was 
against Alabama law to dispose 
of any city owned real estate at 
less than a fair market vaule, He 
cited Section 11-47-21 of the 
Code of Alabama. 

Moore said he would delay 
any action on the matter until the 
cuncil discussed it futher.

A timetable for making neces- 
sary repairs to bring the building up 
to minimum standards will be 
worked out, according to the mo- 
tion. Then the council will be pre- 
sented the proposal at the next 
council meeting for final approval. 

James Chumney appeared be- 
fore the council and asked for an 
additional extension on his lease of 
the Elba Hydro facility, He cited 
delays in Washington in renewing 
the license for generating electricity 
as the reason for the additional de- 
lay. 

Council members questioned 
Chumney about when he expected 
to begin paying Elba the lease pay- 
ments, now $85,000 already put on 
hold by the city. He didn't give an 
exact time, but promised to work at 
getting the license approved and to 
give the city council progress re- 
ports at least every three months. 

The council voted to give Mr. 
Chumney an extension, but to re- 
serve the right to cancel the lease at 
any three month interval in which 
he didn't appear to be making 
progress on getting the license re- 
newed, Council’ member Eddie 
Vaughan voted against the motion, 


Bills totaling $8,074.20 were ap- 
proved for payment, This included 
replacement of a radiator on a used 
tractor crawler bought two years 
ago; an engine in a lawn mower; 
Clorene for the pool; an engine in a 
street department vehicle and the 
usual cost of oil and diesel fucl. 

The council voted to apply for a 
review of the fire insurance rating 
for the City of Elba. After discuss- 
ing the readiness of the local volun- 
teer fire department with Police 
Chief Lloyd Driggers and review- 
ing results of spot checks in im- 
proved water pressure at fire hy- 
drants, the council voted to apply 
for the review. 

City officials have previously 
expressed hope that the rating can 
be reduced two steps to a “5”, 
which is accompanied by reduc- 
tions in the cost of fire insurance to 
cily property owners.

W & E Board In Good Shape Financially 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met on Tuesday night, 
Aug.8, at City Hall and discussed 
the possibility of installing under- 
ground electrical service to the 
downtown area of the city. 

Board member Eddie Vaughan 
reported that he had spoken with a 
number of merchants and stated 
their response was “very favora- 
ble," but added that a major con- 
cern was the expense involved in 
changing the wiring in many of the 
buildings. 

It was stated that by placing the 
electrical service underground, the 
wooden light poles and power lines 
in the downtown area could be re- 
moved, with the wooden poles to 
be replaced by new, decorative 
poles. 

The possibility of placing elec- 
trical service underground to newly 
constructed homes was also dis- 
cussed, and Mayor Fred Moore told 
the board he would report back at 
the next meeting with detailed fig- 
ures on the cost and feasibility of 
the project. 

A review of the bills for pay- 
ment revealed that the total was 
slightly higher than in previous 
months, due primarily to the re- 
stocking of electrical and water 
supplies. 


A review of the board's financial | 


Status showed that accounts receiv- 
able were down $20,000 and the in- 
ventory in the electric department 
was down over $22,000. 

The sale of electricity for the 
month was up $25,000, according 
to the figures presented at the meet- 
ing, while the cost of the electricity 
was down almost $6,000, which 
combined to give added revenue of 
$31,000 from the previous month, 

It was also reported that a profit 
was realized in rural water for pos- 
sibly the first time ever! 

"This board continues to have 
good financial statements and we 
appreciate all that the everyone in- 
volved have down to make it that 
way," stated chairman Mickey 
Murdock. 

Mayor Fred Moore, who dou- 
bles as the superintendent of the 
Water and Electric Department, 
told the board that a "Preventive 
Maintenance Program" had begun 
in the department.

Prices of lunches will remain the 
same as last year, as recommended 
by Foley. He explained that the 
lunchroom finances were in good 
shape and with very little cost in- 
creases, it would be possible to op- 
erate without an increase to the stu- 
dents. 

Other decisions by the board 
were: 

School employees traveling on 
official business will receive an ad- 
ditional 2¢ per mile travel pay, up 
from 20 1/2 ¢. 

Board members heard a presen- 
tation from a Montgomery firm 
promising to save the teachers 
money on their federal taxes by 
helping them pay dependant insu- 
rance in untaxed income. The board 
agreed to let the teachers and other 
workers hear the proposal. 

Bids were accepted on a new 
computer for the central office. 
This equipment will be capable of 
making payroll and handling all 
bookkeeping. Cost of the equip- 
ment is $12,710 plus software at 
$6500. The equipment is made by 
NCR and the purchase includes two 
workstations, 

Resignations were accepted 
from Rickey. Rainer and Mrs, Max- 
ie Bruce, 

Minor changes were made in 
board policies, One change increas- 
es sick leave accumulation from 
150 to 180. Another changed 
amounts of purchases that require 
competitive bids from $3,000 to 
$5,000 since state law has been 
changed to this higher amount. 

The board adopted a police deal- 
ing with Drug Free Workplace Pol- 
icy.

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ALCOHOLISM CAN BE A FATAL DISEASE 


Alcohol may be the oldest drug known to man - 
and it is the most widely used drug in the world to- 
day. Due to the misunderstandings many people hold 
about alcohol and its effects, it is also the most 
abused drug in the world. 

While alcohol has been in use throughout recorded 
history many myths and inaccuracies remain concern- 
ing this chemical. Alcohol is widely believed to be a 
stimulant, but in fact alcohol is a sedative drug. 

Ethyl or grain alcohol is produced in three varie- 
ties: beer, wine and distilled liquor. There is a com- 
mon assumption that wine and beer are not addicting 
and therefore are less dangerous than liquor. This is 
erroneous, as the alcohol, which is the addicting prop- 
erty in liquor, is also present in beer and wine. In 
fact, five ounces of wine, a 12-ounce beer and 1.25 
ounces of liquor all have approximately the same alco- 
hol content. 

Alcoholism is a disease that can be defined as 
drinking to the extent that it causes harm to a per- 
son's health, family or job. Alcoholism has as its base 
a compulsion to drink, regardless of the consequences. 
One of the greatest myths concerning alcoholism is 
that the alcoholic can just quit at any time. Few alco- 


a holics can ‘stop drinking without help. 


Consumption of alcohol kills brain cells, This does 
not occur with intoxication only. Every time a person 
drinks, some degree of brain damage will occur. If 
drinking continues long enough, noticeable irreversi- 
ble brain damage will occur. 

The collapse of social functioning is a rapid process 
that generally is easily noted. As the disease progress- 
es the alcoholic will begin to ignore responsibilities. 
Drinking will begin to assume a greater role in the al- 
coholic's life, and activities that take time away from 
drinking will be eliminated. 

Friends that do not drink will be eliminated also. 
Recreational activities will become an excuse to drink 
rather than a means of enjoyment. ; 

Alcoholism, like the chemical alcohol, is often mis- 
understood. For example, many people believe that all 
alcoholics are confined to skid row. In truth, only 
three to five percent of the alcoholics are on skid row; 
most are employed and have families. 

Alcoholism is a chronic, progressive, and potential- 
ly fatal disease. It is present in every socio-economic 
and ethnic group. The abuse patterns may vary from 
group to group, but the end result is the same. Left 
unchecked, alcoholism will produce total social col- 


@ lapse and eventually death. 


The physical deterioration of alcoholism contributes 
to many related diseases. For instance, heart disease, 
hepatitis, brain damage, cirrhosis, and malnutrition 
may result from alcohol abuse, and this is only a par-

Today it is widely accepted that alcoholism is trans- 
mitted through two primary methods. The first is ge- 
netics. Simply stated, many alcoholics are born with a 
predisposition to the disease. 1= 

The second primary means of transmission 18 
through social learning. People learn how to drink 
from family and friends. If these people abuse alcohol 
it stands to reason that the novice drinker will also 
abuse alcohol. If this continues without interruption, 
it is likely alcoholism will develop. pny 

The disease of alcoholism is predictable in its 
course. 

The pre-alcoholic phase is marked by an increase 
in the use of the drug. The early alcoholic phase is 
characterized by blackouts (the loss of memory during 
drinking bouts), sneaking drinks, and developing an 
alibi system to protect the alcoholic's drinking. This 
includes denial of any problems and complex expiana- 
tions for drunkenness. There is a desire to shift re- 
sponsibility for inappropriate behavior to others. 

The crucial phase is characterized by loss of con- 
trol, broken promises and grandiose thinking. At- 
tempts to regain control might include changing what 
beverage is used, when the person drinks, and period- 
ic abstinence. The individual in this phase may exhib- 
it personality changes and visible deterioration in 
functioning at home and work. 

The chronic phase is marked by loss of tolerance

(it will require less alcohol to induce intoxication), 
loss of job, and an increase in medical problems. 


The alcoholic's family will be most affected by this 
deterioration and, oddly enough, the family will most 
likely be the last to understand what is happening. 
Alcoholism has been termed "a family disease." This 
is due to the effects of the drug on the entire family 
system. Once the alcoholic becomes handicapped by 
his drinking, other members of his or her family are 
required to assume the roles previously fulfilled by 
the problem drinker. ; 

The spouse of an alcoholic may assume financial re- 
sponsibility for the family and will exert much energy 
to control the behavior of the drinker. This may in- 
clude such actions as emptying the alcoholic's bottles, J 
making threats to leave if the drinker does not "shape 
up" and withdrawing the family from socializing, i.e. 
dropping out of church, not seeing members of the ex- 
tended family. ae 

The alcoholic will assume the central position in 
the family, as others seek to protect him/her from the 
consequences of his/her behaviors. Older children of- 
ten will assume control of the family and younger 
children will act up in destructive ways to seek the at- 
tention that they are being deprived of because of the 
alcoholic's drinking. 

One of the most devastating results of alcoholism is 
in the perversion of roles in the family. Family mem- 
bers lose respect, and develop a feeling of inferiority § 
that most likely will follow them the remainder of 
their lives. 

The children of alcoholics face problems as they en- 
ter adulthood. First, they face a greater risk of becom- 
ing alcoholics themselves, and many tend to marry al- 
coholics. The inconsistencies in the alcoholic home 
create problems with trust and intimacy that follow 
these people throughout their lives. 

Because alcoholism affects everyone in the family it 
is important that the entire family receive the help 
they need to resume normal functioning. The most 
widely recommended treatment today is Alcoholics 
Anonymous for the problem drinker and Al-Anon for 
the family members. 

These are self-help groups intended to help develop 
a lifestyle that is alcohol-free and to help members as- 
sume normal social functioning. Alcoholics Anony- 
mous and Al-Anon are open to anyone that seeks to 
change their lives. It is important to realize that alco- 
holism is a treatable disease. 

In addition to Alcoholics Anonymous and Al-Anon 
group therapy, individual counseling and group thera- 
py can be useful. The focus of therapy generally is a 
return to reality and resumption of responsible behav- 
iors.

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W & E Board In Good Shape Financially 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met on Tuesday night, 
Aug.8, at City Hall and discussed 
the possibility of installing under- 
ground electrical service to the 
downtown area of the city. 

Board member Eddie Vaughan 
reported that he had spoken with a 
number of merchants and stated 
their response was "very favora- 
ble,” but added that a major con- 
cern was the expense involved in 
changing the wiring in many of the 
buildings. 

It was stated that by placing the 
electrical service underground, the 
wooden light poles and power lines 
in the downtown area could be re- 
moved, with the wooden poles to 
be replaced by new, decorative 
poles. 

The possibility of placing elec- 
trical service underground to newly 
constructed homes was also dis- 
cussed, and Mayor Fred Moore told 
the board he would report back at 
the next meeting with detailed fig- 
ures on the cost and feasibility of 
the project. ( 

A review of the bills for pay- 
ment revealed that the total was 
slightly higher than in previous 
months, due primarily to the re- 
stocking of electrical and water 
supplies. 

A review of the board's financial 
status showed that accounts receiv- 
able were down $20,000 and the in- 
ventory in the electric department 
was down over $22,000, 

The sale of electricity for the 
month was up $25,000, according 
to the figures presented at the meet- 
ing, while the cost of the electricity 
was down almost $6,000, which 
combined to give added revenue of 
$31,000 from the previous month. 

It was also reported that a profit 
was realized in rural water for pos- 
sibly the first time ever! 

"This board continues to have 
good financial statements and we 
appreciate all that the everyone in- 
volved have down to make it that 
way,” stated chairman Mickey 
Murdock, 

Mayor Fred Moore, who dou- 
bles as the superintendent of the 
Water and Electric Department, 
told the board that a "Preventive 
Maintenance Program" had begun 
in the department.

Prices of lunches will remain the 
same as last year, as recommended 
by Foley.

Other decisions by the board 
were: 

School employees traveling on

Board members heard a presen- 
tation from a Montgomery firm 
promising to save the teachers 
money on their federal taxes by 
helping them pay dependant insu- 
rance in untaxed income. The board 
agreed to let the teachers and other 
workers hear the proposal. 

Bids were accepted on a new 
computer for the central office. 
This equipment will be capable of 
making payroll and handling all 
bookkeeping. Cost of the equip- 
ment is $12,710 plus software at 
$6500. The equipment is made by 
NCR and the purchase includes two 
workstations. 

Resignations were accepted 
from Rickey. Rainer and Mrs, Max- 
ie Bruce. 

Minor changes were made in 
board policies. One change increas- 
es sick leave accumulation from 
150 to 180. Another changed 
amounts of purchases that require 
competitive bids from $3,000 to 
$5,000 since state law has been 
changed to this higher amount. 

The board adopted a police deal- 
ing with Drug Free Workplace Pol- 
icy. It is to meet federal require- 
ments and applies to all employces, 


Mayor Moore stated that trees 
limbs hanging over power lines 
were being trimmed, seals on me- 
ters were being checked, all equip- 
ment was being serviced on a regu- 
lar basis and records were being 
kept on all equipment. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the board: 

***was informed that water 
samples had been collected from an 
area on Claxton Avenue to deter- 
mine the identity of a foreign sub- 
stance found in the water; 

***was informed that random 
water samples collected monthly 
throughout the city indicated that 
the water in Elba. met all regula- 
tions; rl 

***was informed that water me- 
ters were being placed at homes 
and businesses where the existing 
meters were not operational; 

***heard Mayor Fred Moore 
state that the city was "fixing water 
leaks as fast as we find'em;" 

***and, approved a request from 
the City of Elba that the board 
transfer $50,000 to the city, to be 
used as needed to solve a cash flow 
problem in the city's general fund,

ALCOHOLISM CAN BE A FATAL DISEASE 


Alcohol may be the oldest drug known to man - 
and it is the most widely used drug in the world to- 
day. Due to the misunderstandings many people hold 
about alcohol and its effects, it is also the most 
abused drug in the world. 

While alcohol has been in use throughout recorded 
history many myths and inaccuracies remain concern- 
ing this chemical. Alcohol is widely believed to be a 
stimulant, but in fact alcohol is a sedative drug. 

Ethyl or grain alcohol is produced in three varie- 
ties: beer, wine and distilled liquor. There is a com- 
mon assumption that wine and beer are not addicting 
and therefore are less dangerous than liquor. This is 
erroneous, as the alcohol, which is the addicting prop- 
erty in liquor, is also present in beer and wine. In 
fact, five ounces of wine, a 12-ounce beer and 1.25 
ounces of liquor all have approximately the same alco- 
hol content. 

Alcoholism is a disease that can be defined as 
drinking to the extent that it causes harm to a per- 
son's health, family or job. Alcoholism has as its base 
a compulsion to drink, regardless of the consequences. 
One of the greatest myths concerning, alcoholism is 
that the alcoholic can just quit at any time. Few alco- 
holics can ‘stop drinking without help. 

Consumption of alcohol kills brain cells. This does 
not occur with intoxication only. Every time a person 
drinks, some degree of brain damage will occur. If 
drinking continues long enough, noticeable irreversi- 
ble brain damage will occur. : 

The collapse of social functioning is a rapid process 
that generally is easily noted. As the disease progress- 
es the alcoholic will begin to ignore responsibilities. 
Drinking will begin to assure a greater role in the al- 
coholic's life, and activities that take time away from 
drinking will be eliminated. 

Friends that do not drink will be eliminated also. 
Recreational activities will become an excuse to drink 
rather than a means of enjoyment. 

Alcoholism, like the chemical alcohol, is often mis- 
understood. For example, many people believe that all 
alcoholics are confined to skid row. In truth, only 
three to five percent of the alcoholics are on skid row; 
most are employed and have families. 

Alcoholism is a chronic, progressive, and potential- 
ly fatal disease. It is present in every socio-economic 
and ethnic group. The abuse patterns may vary from 
group to group, but the end result is the same. Left 
unchecked, alcoholism will produce total social col- 
lapse and eventually death. 

The physical deterioration of alcoholism contributes 
to many related diseases. For instance, heart disease, 
hepatitis, brain damage, cirrhosis, and malnutrition 
may result from alcohol abuse, and this is only a par-

Today it is widely accepted that alcoholism is trans- 
mitted through two primary methods, The first is ge- 
netics. Simply stated, many alcoholics are born with a 
predisposition to the disease. ae 

The second primary means of transmission 18 
through social learning. People learn how to drink 
from family and friends. If these people abuse alcohol 
it stands to reason that the novice drinker will also 
abuse alcohol. If this continues without interruption, 
it is likely alcoholism will develop. hae 

The disease of alcoholism is predictable in its 
course. 

The pre-alcoholic phase is marked by an increase 
in the use of the drug. The early alcoholic phase is 
characterized by blackouts (the loss of memory during 
drinking bouts), sneaking drinks, and developing an 
alibi system to protect the alcoholic's drinking. This 
includes denial of any problems and complex explana- 
tions for drunkenness. There is a desire to shift re- 
sponsibility for inappropriate behavior to others. 

The crucial phase is characterized by loss of con- 
trol, broken promises and grandiose thinking. At- 
tempts to regain control might include changing what 
beverage is used, when the person drinks, and period- 
ic abstinence. The individual in this phase may exhib- 
it personality changes and visible deterioration in 
functioning at home and work. 

The chronic phase is marked by loss of tolerance

(it will require less alcohol to induce intoxication), 
loss of job, and an increase in medical problems. 


The alcoholic's family will be most affected by this 
deterioration and, oddly enough, the family will most 
likely be the last to understand what is happening. 
Alcoholism has been termed "a family disease." This 
is due to the effects of the drug on the entire family @ 
system. Once the alcoholic becomes handicapped by & 
his drinking, other members of his or her family are 
required to assume the roles previously fulfilled by 
the problem drinker. 

The spouse of an alcoholic may assume financial re- 
sponsibility for the family and will exert much energy 
to control the behavior of the drinker. This may in- 
clude such actions as emptying the alcoholic's bottles, 
making threats to leave if the drinker does not "shape 
up" and withdrawing the family from socializing, i.e. 
dropping out of church, not seeing members of the ex- 
tended family. ee a 

The alcoholic will assume the central position in 
the family, as others seek to protect him/her from the 
consequences of his/her behaviors. Older children of- 
ten will assume control of the family and younger 
children will act up in destructive ways to seek the at- 
tention that they are being deprived of because of the 
alcoholic's drinking. 

One of the most devastating results of alcoholism is 
in the perversion of roles in the family. Family mem- 
bers lose respect, and develop a feeling of inferiority 
that most likely will follow them the remainder of 
their lives. 

The children of alcoholics face problems as they en- 
ter adulthood. First, they face a greater risk of becom- 
ing alcoholics themselves, and many tend to marry al- 
coholics. The inconsistencies in the alcoholic home 
create problems with trust and intimacy that follow 
these people throughout their lives. 

Because alcoholism affects everyone in the family it 
is important that the entire family receive the help 
they need to resume normal functioning. The most 
widely recommended treatment today is Alcoholics 
Anonymous for the problem drinker and Al-Anon for 
the family members. 

These are self-help groups intended to help develop 
a lifestyle that is alcohol-free and to help members as- 
sume normal social functioning. Alcoholics Anony- 
mous and Al-Anon are open to anyone that seeks to 
change their lives. It is important to realize that alco- 
holism is a treatable disease. 

In addition to Alcoholics Anonymous and Al-Anon 
group therapy, individual counseling and group thera- 
py can be useful. The focus of therapy generally is a 
return to reality and resumption of responsible behav- 
iors.

Knowledge of wilderness first aid can be a life saver 


What is first aid? First aid is just 
what it implies -- the first chance 
you or someone else has to receive 
needed help. The one item all of us 
should have with us in the outdoors 
is a first aid kit. How large should a 
first aid kit be? The size and 
amount of supplies needed will 
vary depending on the amount of 
ume you spend outdoors away 
from immediate help. 

Here are the most common caus- 
es for administering first aid. 

(1) BLEEDING - Apply direct 
pressure to wound until bleeding 
stops, Use clean, sterile dressing, 
handkerchief or sanitary napkin. 
Do not remove bandages. If soaked 
through, add more bandage materi- 
al and keep up pressure. Elevate 
wounded part above heart. Keep 
victim from moving wounded part. 
Watch for signs of shock. Use tour- 
niquet as a last resort. 

(2) FRACTURES - Deformity, 
swelling, discoloration, — grating 
sound, pain or exposed bone are ev- 
idence of fracture. Watch for 
shock. Control bleeding. Examine 
injury. Imobilize broken bone. Do 
not move victim unless absolutely 
necessary. Splint fracture where it 
lies, Caution - Never try to straight- 
en if a joint or spine is involved. 
Splint should be long enough to 
support joints above and below 
fracture, 

(3) HYPOTHERMIA - Cool- 
ing of body core indicated by shiv- 
ering, numbness, muscular weak- 
fess and drowsiness. Remove wet 
clothing. Warm victim. If victim is 
conscious, give warm liquids and 
energy foods such as chocolate. 
Most hypothermia deaths occur 
when air temperature is in the 30 to 
50 degree F range. 

(4) HEATSTROKE - Total loss 
of heat control process due to ina- 


bility to sweat enough (dehydra- 
tion). This is a real emergency! 
Body temperature may rise from 
105 to 115 degrees F and result in 
death if not treated immediately. 
Skin is red, hot and dry. Remove 
victim to cool, shaded area. Don't 
have victim lie or sit on ground as 
temperatures one foot above the 
ground are about 30 degrees cooler. 
Remove clothing and immerse vic- 
tim in cold water or cover skin with 
wet, cold cloth and fan victim. Give 
cool liquids if victim can tolerate, 
unless rescue is imminent. 

(5) ABDOMINAL WOUNDS - 
Cover wounds with clean dressing 
to prevent bleeding. If internal or- 
gans are exposed, cover with clean, 
moist dressing. Do not push back 
in, 

(6) SNAKE BIT - Pain and 
swelling, puncture area purplish,

Take a first aid class taught by 
the Red Cross or other group. A 
good outdoor person knows how to 
handle bleeding, non-breathing, 
broken bones, burns, shock and 
bites. It is your responsibility to 
provide first aid for yourself and 
others. First aid is a complex sub- 
ject. Take a class from a good in- 
structor. It may save your life or 
that of someone you know.
